foltowera: Mr. Lewis kept bin promisee to 
himself and did not lot oven .John L. I/f>o 
know that h« int-i'iidod onlor tlic minors to 
return to work. 

Ixwis dwidtil on Thursdny nfl<'rn("iii tluit 
the bt>st thin;; lie could do tor tlio minors w.ta 
to order thorn lia<'k to work. Ho know the 
tenna the oom|iiuiy would settle iii>on. Late 
in tho afternoon ho found that he could set- 
tle tho strike liy ordering the miners hack, 
with the undorstanding that there would lie 
no dlscrimiiiHtion, and that the wa'.;e quos- 
tion would lie di8cu!i<ied afterwards. He 
went to ScTunton on Thursday eveninff. and 
there met John W. Hayaa and several 
prominent looal kaigliti, bat not Mr. Pow- 
derly. 

Mr. l^-wis stated that ho could have settled 
the stroke that afternoon, if the general 
Ixvtrd would onler the i-ailroaders' strike off. 
He w&e informed, much to his surprise, that 
ttie general )K>ard up to the time of their ad- 
journment on Wetlnesday. had not taken ab- 
solute char(?e of the strike, as certain condi- 
tions had not been fulfilled by the strikers. 

The conditioiiH were that each district con- 
cerned in the atrike should appeal to the 
board for aid When Mr. Lewis was in- 
formed that the (i^neral board could not order 
off the railroaders' strike he decided to carry 
out hie original plan and order off the 
minen' itrfka in Tfrtae of bla p«rir aa Ka- 
Uonal master workman.

The npxt most noticeable of the prlaonara 
is old man Randolph MbCoy. He la aboat 
sixty-five years old, beat wltii cares and eor- 
rowa, and withal a moat mlaerable looking 
creature. Hb faoe la one mais of heavy 
wrinklee, and hia ^yaa are dull and dim. In 
an Interview he aeserti that Valentine Hat- 
field waa tba leader and inatlgator of all the 
trouble betwem the Hatflekl-McCkiy factions. 
As he related how his four sons and one 
daughter had been mercUeasly butchered, 
his wife hit in the head with a huge bludg- 
eon, and hie homeetead burned to the 
ground, the old man shad tears and cried as 
if bis heart was cracking. He says that he 
could have murdered Hatfield when he hail 
him and his follow prisoners, but that even 
with his family butchered like hogs in a 
slaughter houae, he could not crimson his 
hands and soul with human blood. He se<nn8 
entirely broken down, and claims to be itmo- 
cent of all the crimes oharge<l to hts account. 

The men sp<-nd their time in walking 
through the halls of the juil. About tho 
only lively one among the lot is Moses Chris- 
tian. He is an expert fiddler and saws away 
at his instrument all the time, while some 
others of the common prisoners dance jigs 
and breakdowns much to the ainnsi>rnont of 
the many visitors, who through runosity. 
have visitoil the jail throughout tlie entire 
day.

la fact it is said that the bouse have prac- 
tically began to go out of the buisnoss of 
lending ci><<lit to govorntns'nts in straight- 
ened circuinsUmces, and intend to pursue a 
more luctratlve line of business, leaving bank- 
ing to the bouase like tha Bleichradan and 
Hircha It ti a— rtid thai ooeofthe objects 
of Jay Ooukl*! vidt to Burope waa to talk 
over matters with Baron Rothschild and en- 
ter Into a eortof pooling agreement for joint 
OOBlral of Amerloan ai^ European markets 
for certain prodncta 

It aeems that these money kings and their 
aandatee in the United States and here havo 
come to the conclusion that the gr eat Held 
for capital hereafter will be in the line of 
consolidation with a view to economy of 
production and enhancement at prices. The 
i><-heme is alleged to be to form trusts in oon- 
necti<m with all the articles that are pro- 
duced directly from the earth, esiiecially 
minerals and oil 

This course is taken because of the com- 
parative ease of acjpiiring control of the 
supply in such cases by buying up or trust- 
ing "the laada whioh are tha oooraa at sup- 
ply." 

One of thi' li st of these combinations to 
be formed, it is said, will be the diamond 
trTist. The liinit<«l numlior of fields prcxhic- 
ing diamonds niakos tho scheme nmrly as 
eJUiily of niaiiipuh.tioii as the copper trust. 
Diamond pnxliicor^ have for some time jwist 
b(H>n corniilaiiiing of a falling off in |ii icos of 
tho pre<'ious genis owing to nncheckiMl com- 
Ix>tition. The diamond trust will bring back 
the good oM ilays when diamonds were 
"worth something," and fancy prices will 
again Ih< the rule. The smaller produi»ni 
are to lie guaranteed a sufficient riiara oC the 
profits to keep them contenfe<L 

It is also sjud that gold and tilvor trustn 
are well under way. It is a.s.si'rted that it is 
in this fMirticular direction that "the fine 
Italian hand" of Mr. (loiild is at work. The 
story is that ho ]x>ured into the willing ears 
of the RothschiliLs and their satellites a t.alo 
of how coin valu s can be enhanco<l by the 
limitation of ])rcHluction, greatly to tho ad- 
vantage of holders of sccviritios with an ex- 
prt^ise<l or inipliixl gold clause in them, for 
instance, L'nitoil .Stattvt boode, of whlch 
Gould is said to own a few. 

These schemes sound very big. andalBNl 
sight it socins that the amount of capital re- 
quired to carry them out must Ix" .ilinost in- 
calculalilo. Hut this is an error. The main 
roipiirenirnt is not so much capital as it is 
miituiil agn enii-nt If the great capitalists 
staiiil rea.iv t-o guarantee against 1oh.i in case 
thi' iniio'r.il land owners will con.seiit to make 
tho ox| eriiiicn' of shortening produetioii.it 
is said that tins will U- the only point of tiie 
game whore capital will actually lie called 
into play. Th<> dear public will furnish all 
the actual Working capital reipiired in the 
shape of payment for the prtxlucts. lu this 
way it is claime<l that a syiidi<-ate with a few 
hundred milli^ dollars could pretty well 
control all the mineral lands of the earth. 

The Rothchilds are, as above stated, be- 
lieved to be thoroughly converted to the idea 
that there 1.4 mora profit in this sort of thing 
than in any other cliannel into wliich they 
can turn their vast capital, and ttiey will 
have little difficulty in getting their corre- 
spondents throughout theworhito go into 
the plan with them, thua fbrmlng aa irre- 
sistal lie aggregation.

Bowiea ia about thirty years old, and is 
under the medium, in sice an i height 
He is slightly crippled in the left leg, that 
limb having been broken three times. 
He tells contradictory stories about the 
murder. He is a single man, and lived 
with his mother. Charles Summers also 
made his home at the heuse. The two 
men quarreled over a suit of clothes Sum- 
men had taken from B6wlee' trunk. On 
tha night of the killing the qaarrel waa 
renewed in a aeeend atory room at tbeir 
home. Summera rnshed down stairs for 
bis pistol. Mrs. Bowles interfered at this 
point, and started to her son's room to 
pacify him. Bowiea not knowing it waa 
his mother at the doer, fired and shot her 
through the shoulder. Summers had his 
weapon by this time, and opened fire on 
Bowles, His first shot missed. While 
attempting to fire the second time a bul- 
let from Bowles' pistol endad his life. 

This is the substance of Bowles' story. 
Siace the killing he has been at Hunting- 
toB, W. Va., Portamonth, O., and other 
points.
